NOTICE  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

CHANGE  IN  ASSIGNMENT  OF  MEAT-INSPECTION  LABORATORY  TERRITORY 

The  following  change  is  made  in  the  assignment  of  territory  to  the  meat- 
inspection  laboratories: 

All  of  Oklahoma,  that  part  of  Arkansas  and  Louisiana  lying  west  of  the  ninety- 
second  meridian,  and  that  part  of  Texas  lying  east  of  the  ninety-ninth  meridian 
are  transferred  from  the  territory  of  the  St.  Louis  laboratory  to  that  of  the  Kansas 
City  laboratory.  Hereafter  all  stations  within  the  territory  affected  will  submit 
samples  to  the  Kansas  City  laboratory  instead  of  to  the  St.  Louis  laboratory. 
Substations  will  be  considered  as  in  the  same  territory  as  the  station  to  which 
thev  are  attached. 


AMENDMENT  AFFECTING  ISSUANCE  OF  EXPORT  CERTIFICATES  FOR  MEAT  AND 
MEAT  FOOD  PRODUCTS 

The  following  amendment  to  Regulation  24,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211 — revised  (Regu- 
lations Governing  the  Meat  Inspection  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture)  was  issued  February  28,  1927,  signed  by  R.  W.  Dunlap,  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture: 

Under  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  Begulation  24,  section  3,  paragraphs 
1  and  2  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as  hereinafter  set  out. 

This  amendment  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  designated  as  "Amendment  5  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  211 — 
revised,"  and  shall  become  and  be  effective  on  and  after  March  1,  1927. 

Regulation  24,  section  3,  paragraph  1:  No  person  operating  any  steam  or  sailing  vessel,  and  no  railroad 
or  other  carrier,  shall  receive  for  transportation  or  transport  from  the  United  States  to  Great  Britain  or  Ire- 
land, or  any  of  the  countries  of  continental  Europe,  or  to  Canada,  Venezuela,  Argentina,  Peru,  Colombia, 
or  the  French  Antilles,  any  meat  or  product,  except  ship  stores  and  small  quantities  exclusively  for  the 
personal  use  of  the  consignee  and  not  for  sale  or  distribution,  unless  and  until  a  certificate  of  inspection 
covering  the  same  has  been  issued  and  delivered  as  provided  in  this  regulation.  The  requirement  of  export 
certificates  is  waived  for  meat  and  products  exported  to  countries  other  than  those  named  in  this  paragraph. 

Regulation  24,  section  3,  paragraph  2:  Export  certificates  for  shipments  of  inspected  and  passed  meat  and 
products  to  Italy,  Argentina,  and  Venezuela  shall  be  visaed  by  the  consul  of  the  country  of  destination  at 
the  place  of  origin  or  the  first  port. 

The  effect  of  Amendment  5  is  to  discontinue  the  issuance  of  export  certificates 
for  meat  and  meat  food  products  destined  to  the  Republic  of  Mexico  and  to 
require  the  issuance  of  export  certificates  for  meat  and  meat  food  products  destined 
to  Colombia,  South  America.

PUBLICATIONS  FOR  BUREAU  STATIONS 

Issuance  of  new  and  revised  publications  prepared  in  the  bureau  is  announced 
by  several  official  methods:  (1)  A  copy  is  sent  to  each  field  station  at  time  of 
publication;  (2)  it  is  listed  by  title  and  author  in  the  monthly  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements;  (3)  it  is  listed  and  described  briefly  in  the  Official 
Record,  the  Experiment  Station  Record,  and  various  departmental  lists. 

The  wide  range  of  subjects  dealt  with  and  the  highly  specialized  nature  of 
some  publications  makes  inadvisable  the  distribution  of  bulk  allotments  to  all 
stations.  Rather  it  is  desired  that  employees  at  bureau  stations  make  prompt 
application  through  inspectors  in  charge  for  any  publication  desired,  mentioning 
the  number  of  copies  that  can  be  used  to  advantage. 

All  publications  are  free  to  bureau  employees  so  long  as  the  supply  lasts,  even 
though  prices  are  quoted  in  some  cases.  Such  prices  are  the  amounts  charged 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Office,  for  distri- 
bution to  the  public. 

The  bureau  desires  that  its  field  stations  be  amply  supplied  with  official  litera- 
ture needed  for  the  conduct  of  their  work  and  the  proper  information  of  em- 
ployees, but,  in  the  interests  of  economy,  requests  should  be  limited  to  the 
number  of  copies  for  which  there  is  actual  need.  Surplus  numbers  of  publica- 
tions that  are  not  needed  should  be  returned  promptly  to  the  bureau.
